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The  battle  between 
the  sexes 
is  not  over 


Those  of  you  who  do  us  the 
courtesy  and  yourselves  the 
informative  favor  of  reading 
the  FSC  school  newspaper, 
The  Rhetoric,  may  have  read 
the  rather  facetious  'Women's 
Page'  in  our  last  issue,  and 
may  or  may  not  have  opinions 
as  to  the  advisability  and  good 
taste  of  the  articles  therein. 
We  heard  comments  vehe- 
mently opposing  the  contents 
of  'Felicia  Morningstar's' 
satirical  objection  to  the 
attitudes  of  men  toward 
women  and  of  women  toward 
themselves.  There  were  those 
who    either    misunderstood 


The  male  faction: 

GLENN,  a 
Junior,  seemed  at  first  a  little 
dismayed  at  being  asked  about 
his  feelings,  but  was  most 
cooperative  after  the  initial 
shock.  When  asked  how  he  felt 
about  the  women's  movement 
he  replied  that  he  felt  good 
about  the  new  position  of 
women  in  society,  and  com- 
fortable about  this  in  relation 
to  the  man/woman  issue. 
Glenn  felt  that  he  would  live 
with  a  girl  but  that  it  would 
have  to  somebody  he  planned 
to  marry.  He  felt  that  such 
relationships  were  not  to  be 
taken  lightly,  and  should  be 
expected  to  last  a  lifetime.  He 
did  not  feel  that  he  would  'use 
a  woman  and  claimed  not  to 
see    women    as    sex    objects. 

How  would  he  feel  about  a 
girl  asking  him  for  a  date? 
Fine,  he  answered,  and 
flattered.  He  did  not  seem  to 
believe  that  such  an  invitation 
would  necessarily  constitute 
more  than  a  social  request, 
and  stated  that  he  would  still 
feel  obligated  to  pay  for  the 
date,  despite  the  fact  that  he 
did  not  do  the  asking.  Usually, 
however,  Glenn  preferred 
making  the  first  moves  in  the 
dating  game. 

The  whole  question  of  values 
and  morals  is  integral  in 
determining  where  the  wom- 
en's movement  stands  today, 
and  the  interviewer  also  asked 
the  subjects  how  they  felt  in 
this  area.  Glenn  admitted  to 
having  some  very  definite 
morals  and  values,  but 
indicated  that  they  are  relative 
to  the  way  he  thinks,  and  he 
definitely  stated  that  under  no 
circumstances  did  he  judge 
others.  He  felt  that  it  was 
necessary  to  really  know 
somebody  before  deciding 
what  they  were  like,  and 
though  he  may  not  approve  the 
actions  of  someone  else,  he 
would  not  condemn  anyone. 

LEE  is  married,  and  he  was 
asked  to  answer  the  questions 
with  the  slant  that  this  status 
afforded  him.  He  stated  that' 
he  felt  there  had  been  many 


completely  the  subject  and

Rhetoric  stafO  were  disturbed 
by  the  startled  controversy 
that  seemed  to  stem  from  our 
farce.  Therefore,  in  the 
interest  of  serious  journalism 
and  the  pursuit  of  news  we 
have  researched  the  question 
of  the  women's  movement  and 
its  effects  on  individual  atti- 
tudes. For  our  purposes,  we 
chose  as  subjects  for  inter- 
views men  and  women  on 
FSC's  campus,  students,  fac- 
ulty, male  and  female,  asking 
them  what  their  views  were  on 
the  issue  and  getting  their 
thoughts  on  a  variety  of 
corresponding  subjects. 


changes  in  the  status  ana  luits 
of  women  durine  the  years  that 
he  has  observed,  and  he  is 
glad  of  the  changes.  Lee  dis- 
liked stereotyping  anyone, 
man  or  woman,  and  professed 
to  want  a  mutual  companion  as 
a  wife  rather  than  a  housemaid 
and  babysitter.  When  asked 
about  morals,  Lee  answered 
that  they  were  definitely 
relative  to  environment,  and 
said  that  he  does  not  pass 
judgment  upon  others. 

Both  subjects  were  asked  this 
question:  If  your  wife  was 
offered  a  job  in  another  state 
that  would  mean  a  salary  of, 
say,  135,000.00,  and  the 
company  agreed  to  move  your 
furniture,  find  you  a  house, 
etc.,  would  you  go?  Both 
answered  'yes'  without  hesi- 
tation. 

Glenn  and  Lee  were  both 
asked  what  they  felt  the 
'perfect'  woman  should  be 
like,  and  Lee  answered  that  he 
thought  the  interviewer  em- 
bodied all  of  the  qualities  he 
would  seek  in  a  woman.  This 
was  flattering,  of  course,  but 
Glenn's  answer  was  more 
newsworthy;  he  cited  the 
following  qualities  as  indis- 
pensable to  his  dream  of  the 
perfect  woman  or  wife: 

I.Nice  personality,  consid- 
erate. 

2.  Able  to  communicate  on  all 
levels;  cognizant  of  life  and 
world  affairs. 

3.  Physical  appearance 
initially  important.  No  prefer- 
ences, however. 

Both  men  felt  that  they  would 
help  in  the  household,  and 
would  not  feel  unmanly  about 
doing  housework.  Both  agreeo 
that  while  they  did  not  feel 
'threatened'  by  the  new  and 
more  aggressive  role  of  women 
in  society,  they  were  put  off  by 
'extremists'  whose  tactics  of- 
fended their  senses  of  courtesy 
and  propriety  with  their 
constant  put-downs  of  men. 

Both  men  were  quite  reluc- 
tant to  be  quoted,  or  to  have 
much  information  given  to 
identify     their     role     in     the

interview.  Perhaps  Glenn's 
reticence  might  be  explained 
by  his  final  remarks;  he  stated 
that  the  girls  he  dates  are 
'typical'  and  that  they  sub- 
scribe to  the  traditional  view  of 
the  dominant  male.  He  stated 
that  he  has  no  immediate 
plans  to  form  a  lasting 
relationship. 

On  the  subject  of  sex  there 
was  some  confusion,  but 
basically,  both  Glenn  and  Lee 
felt  that  they  would  not  care  to 
have  their  girlfriend  involved 
in  numerous  sexual  relation- 
ships, nor  would  they 
themselves  wish  to  pursue 
promiscuity.  Would  either 
man  feel  it  a  good  idea  to 
question  a  potential  sex 
partner  about  contraceptive 
methods?  Lee  answered  that 
he  thought  this  would  be  a 
good  idea,  but  that  his  current 
life  situation  did  not  qualify 
him  to  answer  further.  Glenn 
felt  that  he  might  discuss  such 
matters  with  someone  he  knew 
really  well,  but  that  otherwise 
he  would  probably  not  broach 
the  subject;  he  assumed  that 
his  views  about  sex  were 
somewhat  traditional,  and  he 
stated  that  he  would  respect  a 
girl's  'no'.  Lee  did  state  with 
some  regret  that  he  did  feel 
women  were  still  looked  upon 
as  sexual  objects... even  in 
marriage. 

Bothe  of  these  men  were 
genuinely  interested  in  help- 
ing the  interviewer  with  her 
task,  and  were  open  and 
honest  in  answering  her 
questions.  Thank  you,  Lee  and 
Glenn. 

K.  was  approached  in  a 
slightly  different  manner,  but 
with  basically  the  same  ques- 
tions. At  the  outset,  this 
slender,     rather  indolent- 

appearing  individual  seemed 
to  treat  the  idea  as  a  joke,  but 
he  did  agree  to  an  interview. 
Subsequently,  the  questions 
were  submitted  to  the  subject 
in  a  less  than  ideal  atmos- 
phere, and  the  answers  were 
recorded    without    benefit    of 


direct  quotes  will  be  at- 
tempted, but  rather  a  synopsis 
of  the  outcome  of  the 
interview. 

K.,  a  senior  majoring  in 
Psychology,  objected  to  the 
interviewer's  assumption  that 
he  held  typical,  traditional 
views  toward  women,  but 
then,  K.  rather  objects  to  the 
interviewer. ...period,  and  this 
personal  animosity  might  have 
influenced  some  of  his  an- 
swers. Still,  he  maintained 
that  he  was  being  honest  and 
frank,  so  we  proceeded.  The 
subject  did  not  admit  feeling 
threatened  by  aggressive 
women;  however,  it  may  be 
noted  that  whenever  the 
interviewer  leaned  forward,  to 
catch  the  answers  above  the 
prevailing  din,  he  jumped  back 
as  if  bitten  and  avoided  eye 
contact  quite  frequently  during 
the  interview.  K.  asserted  that 
he  was  'liberal'  in  his  thinking, 
and  yet  admitted  to  being 
'old-fashioned'  in  his  values. 
He  failed  to  enlarge  on  these 
statements.  He  did  not  object, 
he  said,  to  being  quoted,  but 
requested  that  the  primary 
interview  not  be  the  source  for 
the  quotes.  The  subject  was 
unavailable  for  a  second,  more 
in-depth  interview,  despite  the 
prior  commitment  made  to 
same,  and  appeared  more 
concerned  on  the  date  in 
question  with  seeing  to  various 
social  affairs  of  great  import. 
Therefore,  the  responses 
herein  must  be  those  of  the 
first,  as  a  second  was  never 
obtained. 

When  asked  whether  he 
would  move  to  another  state 
with  his  wife  he  rolled  his  large 
dark  eyes  and  quickly 
assented,  denying  any  feelings 
of  being  threatened  by  a  wife 
who  made  more  money  than 
himself,  and  indeed  was 
pleased  by  the  idea  that  in  this 
situation  he  might  not  have  to 
work  at  all. ..how  nice!  Other 
than  professing  to  having  them 
-  in  good  number  -  K.  did  not 


discuss  moral  values  during 
this  meeting,  and  the  subject 
of  sex  was  treated  less  than 
satisfactorily  -  nothing  of  value 
can  be  recorded  here  of  this 
aspect  of  the  discussion.  He 
claimed  not  to  feel  anxious 
about  a  reverse  dating  sit- 
uation, but  did  state  that  the 
girl  should  pay  for  the  date  if 
she  does  the  asking. 

This  subject's  attitude  toward 
the  situation  was  less  than 
serious,  and  though  he  was 
cooperative  enough  for  the 
most  part,  one  wonders  about 
the  rather  flippant  nature  of 
some  of  K.'s  answers.  Still,  we 
do  appreciate  the  time  and 
effort  allowed  the  interviewer; 
thank  you,  k.  -  for  everything. 

CONCLUSION:  The  men 
interviewed  are  between  the 
ages  of  19  and  40,  one 
married,  one  divorced,  one 
single,  all  are  students  at  FSC, 
and  one  is  black.  The  three 
men,  if  one  observed  the 
activities  and  attitudes  of  each, 
would  probably  have  very  little 
in  common  other  than  their  sex 
and  mutual  student  status. 
Two  of  them,  however,  ex- 
pressed similar  views  about 
the  women's  issue,  and  though 
neither  of  them  were  at  all 
sexist  in  their  evaluations  of 
the  current  situation,  theytoth 
held  the  traditional  'double 
standard'  position  abou(  sex. 
Neither  man  felt  that  this 
position  was  'right'  and 
recognized  the  inequality  of 
the  whole  thing.  Nevertheless, 
each  of  these  two  men  was 
honest  about  his  feelings  on 
the  subject. 
The  third  man,  suspected  by 
the  interviewer  of  many 
hidden  sexist  prejudices, 
denied  belief  in  any  double 
standard  but,  alas,  actions 
speak  louder  than  words. 

The  women  speak: 

"It's  a  lot  easier  to  change 
the  way  you  act  than  the  way 
you  feel  deep  inside"    •   this 


Aras  the  opening  statement  ot 
my  first  female  subject  in 
regard  to  the  issue  of  the 
women's     movement  and 

whether  or  not  it  either  has 
succeeded  or  will  succeed  in 
changing  the  traditional  atti- 
tudes fo  our  society  toward 
women. 

Elise  feels  comfortable  with 
herself  as  a  woman;  she  cannot 
remember,  ever  wishing  to  be 
a  man.  But  what  about  job 
discrimination  -  has  she  ever 
experienced  this?  No,  says 
Elise,  she  seems  always  to 
have  chosen  work  in  which 
women  have  long  been  estab- 
lished, such  as  hairdressing. 

After  teaching  school  for  2 
years  in  Canada,  Elise  came  to 
the  U.S.  and  worked  in  a  shop, 
which  she  found  "boring." 
She  began  hairdressing  school 
then  and  found  this  field  fun; 
meeting  people  is  something 
she  enjoys.  But  she  still 
wanted  more,  and  returned  to 
school  last  year,  majoring  in 
special  Ed.  She  lives  alone, 
works  part  time,  and  manages 
quite  nicely.  Now  a  Sopho- 
more, Elise  plans  to  teach 
Remedial  subjects  to  elemen- 
tary school  children  with 
learning  disabilities.  Again, 
she  has  chosen  a  field  where 
women  are  welcomed. 

We  spoke  of  women's 
organizations;  Elise  states  that 
she  would  need  to  know  what 
the  goals  and  objectives  of  the 
group  are,  and  whether  these 
are  worthwhile.  Also,  she 
would  only  consider  joining  if 
the  women's  attitudes  and 
values  coincide  with  her  own. 
In  short,  she  does  not  feel  a 
need  to  join  a  women's  club 
simply  for  the  sake  of 
"sisterhood."

No  one, 
let  his  almsgiving  be  as  great 
as  it  may,  no  one,  even  if  he 
pour  out  his  blood  for  the 
Name  of  Christ,  can  be  saved, 
unless  he  remain  within  the 
bosom  and  unity  of  the  catholic 
church."  (Pope  Eugene  IV,  the

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Chauvinism  denied 


Satire  is  often  a  cloak  that  covers  commentary;  the  use  of  the 
absurd  to  point  out  the  realities  we  both  live  with  and  hide  from  in 
this  life,  and  so  it  is  that  I  choose  this  medium  to  make  statements 
about  things  as  they  are... or  as  I  perceive  them  to  be.  I  enjoy 
working  in  this  vein,  it  is  a  challenge.. a  mental  excerise  for  a 
hyperactive  brain.  But  perhaps,  as  when  my  thoughts  do  not 
reach  conclusion  and  are  yet  transmitted  to  a  kindred  soul,  I 
expect  too  much  from  the  reader...!  had  assumed  that  my 
meanings  were  outrageous  enough... ridiculous  enough  to  of 
themselves  proclaim  their  very  absurdity.  In  short  I  did  not  write 
"Chauvinists  Beware"  simply  to  ridicule  women,  but  rather  to 
point  out  some  very  sad  aspects  that  I  see  in  the  whole 
man/woman  game,  and  I  had  hoped,  by  jabbing  some  of  those 
painted  actress-dolls  in  the  ribs  I  could  illuminate  the  stage  for  a 
minute  and  create  laughter.  But  I  also  hoped  to  engender  some 
anger... some  fear,  and  I  know  that  some  women  read  the  article 
and  saw  themselves... not  entirely  excluding  yours  truly,  for  after 
ail  it  is  easiest  to  analyze  that  which  you  have  seen  from  the 
inside  out  as  well  as  from  the  outside  in.

Some  like  it  hot 


The  dead  leaves  crumble  to 
the  frozen  ground  and  autumn 
methodically  moves  on  allow- 
ing the  nipping  winds  of  winter 
to  chill  the  air.  Outside,  the 
temperature  approaches  fre- 
ezing, but  inside  such  aged 
behemoths  as  Thompson  Hall, 
Edgerly      Hall      and  the 

Behavioral  Science  Building 
temperatures  are  soaring. 
"It's  awfully  hot  in  here",  said 
one  janitorial  worker  of 
Thompson  Hall.  "It  is  just 
plain  awful." 

The  administration  announ- 
ced that  because  of  our 
infamous  budget  crisis,  the 
heat  would  be  turned  down 
and  temperatures  would  hover 
around  the  66-70  degree 
range. 

With  the  aid  of  a  Honeywell 
thermometer  this  was  tested  in 
various  select  spots  on  October 
28,  29  and  30.  The  findings 
report  that  even  though,  most 
of  the  classrooms  are  close  to 
70  degrees,  the  temperatures 
are  far  above  this  in  areas 
where  the  circulation  of  air  is 
poor  or  the  heating  systems 
are  faulty.

"Greaser^' 
invasion 


Goldman   to   be  paid  Fanatics  for  the  Fifties 


Dr.    Alan    Goldman    is    re- 
lieved. 


Until  last  Tuesday  when  the 
administration  suddenly  capit- 
ulated on  its  earlier  threat  to 
dock  his  pay  because  of  an 
alleged  intentional  absence 
from  class.  Goldman  was  very 
upset.  He  was  also  determined 
to  retaliate,  whatever  the 
consequences,  not  because  he 
needed  the  day's  pay,  but 
because  of  the  "principle 
involved." 

Rhetoric  first  learned  of  the 
brewing  confrontation  be- 
tween Dr.  Goldman,  professor 
of  political  science,  and  the 
college  administration  from  a 
member  of  the  Political  Action 
Group,  a  newly  formed  organ- 
ization under  the  auspices  of 
the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation. Dr.  Goldman  is  acting 
as  ad\  isor  of  the  group. 

Tht  extraordinary  story  be- 
gaji  on  October  2  when 
Goldman  accompanied  a  group 
of  students  from  the  Political 
.Action  Group  to  the  State 
House  in  Boston.  Their  pur- 
pose was  to  lobby  legislators 
with  respect  to  the  state 
budget. 

Goldman  had  planned  to 
return  to  the  college  for  his  2 
p.m.  class  -•  the  only  one  he 
had  that  day.  However,  he 
learned  of  a  crucial  meeting  to 
be  held  at  I  p.m.  and  deeming 
it  important  to  attend  decided 
to  linger.  Dutifully,  he  called 
the  office  of  the  dean  and 
notified  the  secretary  there 
that  he  would  not  meet  his 
class  that  afternoon. 

.Also  at  the  State  House  that 
day  was  the  president  of  the 
college.  Dr.  Hammond.  Visibly 
annoyed  by  the  presence  of  Dr. 
Goldman  and  his  group  of 
students  the  president  gave 
them  the  "cold  shoulder." 
According  to  Professor  Gold- 
man there  was  virtually  no 
dialogue  between  the  two 
parties."  The  President  sat  on 
one  side  of  the  room,  and  we 
on  the  other,"  he  said.

Exactly  why  the  president 
reacted  coldly  to  the  FSC 
delegation  baffles  Goldman. 
"I  can  only  speculate  and  say 
that  perhaps  he  felt  he  should 
deal  with  such  matters  him- 
self," Goldman  said. 

Goldman  first  learned  of  the 
administration's  plan  to  de- 
duct one  day's  pay  from  his 
salary  through  the  head  of  his 
depanment.  Dr.  Norton.  "He 
told  me  that  he  had  no  choice 
but  to  do  so  since  my  absence 
was  not  approved  in  advance," 
he  said. 

College  regulations  stipulate 
that  absences,  notvirithstand- 
ing  sickness  and  extreme 
emergencies,  be  cleared  in 
advance  with  the  office  of  the 
dean. 

Whether  the  President  initi- 
ated this  action  intrigues 
Goldman.  He  believes  so, 
although  he  is  quick  to  add 
that  this  is  just  "speculation." 

In  an  attempt  to  obtain  the 
administration's  version  of  the 
story  this  reporter  sought  to 
speak  with  Lawrence  Quigley. 
executive  vice-president  and 
dean  of  the  college.  However, 
the  dean's  stringent  time 
schedule  rendered  him  una- 
vailable for  comment. 

Last  Tuesday.  Professor 
Goldman  learned  that  the 
matter  was  being  dropped  for 
no  precise  reason.  He  is  not,  as 
one  might  expea.  exuberant. 
He  is  grieved  that  the  episode 
had  to  happen  in  the  first 
place.  "I  have  been  teaching 
political  science  for  some  time 
now.  I  have  consistently  told 
my  students  that  they  should 
become  politically  active,  and 
to  have  something  like  this 
happen  is  painful  for  me,"  he 
said.  "It  just  blows  you  over, 
knocks  you  out." 

Goldman  thinks  that  the 
leadership  of  this  college  is 
autocratic.  He  contends  that 
there  is  no  dialogue  between 
the  administration  and  faculty 
on  such  important  matters  as 
policy,  curriculum  and  pro- 
grams. 

He  is  hoping  that  things 
change  --  soon.

new  industrial 

teclinology  program 


Since  1972,  the  industrial 
arts  faculty  at  Fitchburg  State 
College  has  been  in  the| 
process  of  completely  revbing 
their  undergraduate  program. 
The  purpose  of  the  curriculum 
development  has  been  to 
formulate  and  implement  a 
technology-based  program. 
Students  in  the  program  may 
elect  to  major  in  industrial  arts 
education,  industrial  science, 
or  other  interdepartmental 
majors  offered.  The  program 
will  be  housed  in  a  new  $6 
milhon  facihty  that  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  next 
semester. 

Thus  far  the  faculty  has 
formulated  a  philosophical 
viewpoint  and  a  curriculum 
model.  Presently  they  are 
identifying  learning  exper- 
iences related  to  the  general 
study  of  technology,  each  of 
the  technical  thematic  areas, 
the  professional  educational 
sequence,     the  industrial 

arts  sequence,  and  the  indus- 
trial science  sequence.  Each  of 
the  technical  areas  was 
selected  based  upon  man's 
major  areas  of  technical 
endeavors  (materials,  energy, 
transformation,  and  communi- 
cation). 

All  students  enrolled  in  the 
program  are  required  to  enroll 
in  the  common  core.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  students 
acquiring  a  general  under- 
standing of  technology  and 
conceptualizing  each  of  the 
technical  thematic  areas.  .After 
the  students  have  completed 
the  common  core,  they  select  a 
major  and  an  area  of  spedaU- 
zation  within  their  Tn^jOT.  To 
accomplish  their  goals,  the 
students  elect  modular,  mini, 
and      full-length  courses 

through  the  assistance  of  their 
advisors.  Special  emphasis  is 
placed  upon  students  develop- 
ing in-depth  broad  category 
competencies  related  to  their 
area  or  areas  of  specialization. 
These  broad  category  com- 
petencies were  identified  by 
the  model  used  to  organize 
subject  matter  related  to  each 
thematic  area. 

Within  the  next  four  years, 
the  program  will  be  imple- 
mented in  the  new  fadhties. 
During  the  first  year,  the 
common  core  will  be  imple- 
mented. Second  level  courses 
related  to  each  of  the  thematic 
areas  will  be  offered  during 
the  second  year.  During  the 
third  and  fourth  years,  the 
modular  and  mini  courses  will 
be  offered,  as  well  as  the 
professional  sequences.

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A  woman's  dilemma 


For  ages,  our  society  has 
eluded  the  topic  of  rape, 
hushed  our  mouths  about  it 
and  spanked  our  hands. 
Victims  have  felt  shamed  and 
used  by  our  legal  systems, 
hospitals  and  charitable  cen- 
ters. Rather  than  feel 
encouraged  to  open  up  and 
discuss  the  assault  made  on 
her,  the  victim  instead  is  often 
made  to  feel  like  the  criminal. 
She  becomes  frightened,  and 
runs  scared,  having  left  no 
evidence  of  vsrhere  the  con- 
frontation took  place,  vkrhether 
or  not  she  knew  her  attacker, 
and  if  there  were  any 
significant  events  leading  up 
to  the  rape. 

Though  attitudes  toward  rape 
have      changed  drastically 

within  the  last  five  years, 
before  this,  one  was  dealing 
with  a  topic  shrouded  in 
myths.  It  has  been  difficult  to 
teach  the  woman  anything 
about  prevention  of  rape, 
because  no  one  really  knew 
who  the  rapist  was.  The 
cinema,  television,  and  cheap 
novelists  painted  pictures  of 
rapists  as  deranged  mental 
cases,  lurking  in  alleys  and 
behind  bushes,  waiting  and 
panting  under  a  full  moon  for 
an  innocent  young  woman  to 
pass  by.  We  were  also  handed 
down  the  myth  that  rapes  are 
only  committed  impulsively, 
by  someone  overcome  by 
sexual  needs,  someone  frus- 
trated or  suffering  somehow 
because  of  a  ghetto  upbring- 
ing, a  severe  oedipus  complex, 
or  a  poor  pre-natal  diet. 
Recently,  because  of  the 
Women's  Movement,  pressure 
has  been  put  on  elements  of 
our  society  to  study  rape  more 
closely  and  treat  it  real- 
istically. As  more  knowledge  is 
gained,  frightening  truth  is 
revealed  as  to  what  type  of 
person  the  rapist  is.  Studies 
have  shown  that  the  rapist  is 
no  more  disturbed  than  the 
control  group  to  which  he  was 
compared.  In  a  nation  wide 
study  for  the  National  Com- 
mission on  the  causes  of 
violence,  it  was  found  that  ten 
per  cent  of  reported  rapes 
were  between  members  of  the 
same  family,  and  twenty-nine 
per  cent  were  between 
acquaintances.  This  shows 
clearly  that  the  rapist  does  not 
necessarily  choose  an  un- 
known woman  as  his  victim. 
Who  is  the  rapist?  He  is  the 
man  next  door,  a  brother- 
in-law,  an  uncle,  a  friend  of  a 
friend,  or  a  husband.  Two 
experts  in  the  study  of  rape, 
Dr.  Menachim  Amir  and  Dr. 
James  Selkin,  have  each 
categorized  rapists  into  two 
main  groups.  Amir  separates 
them  into  'psychiatric'  and 
'criminal'  types,  and  Selkin 
identifies  them  as  'ego-splits' 
and  'predators'.  Although  all 


groups  share  commonalities, 
they  also  show  some  sig- 
nificant differences. 
Amir's  'psychiatric'  rapist  is 
aware  that  he  is  sick.  He  is 
white,  comes  from  a  wealthy, 
educated  background,  has  a 
higher  than  average  IQ,  and  is 
sexually  inhibited.  After  the 
crime,  the  "'psychiatric'  rapist 
will  feel  great  guilt  and 
remorse.  Selkin's  'ego-split'  is 
also  from  a  middle  to  upper 
class  background,  and  like  the 
'psychiatric'  rapist,  will 
appear  to  be  leading  a  normal 
life.  The  ego-split  is  usually 
young,  married  and  employed. 
He  has  problems  relating  to 
his  wife  and  parents.  But, 
unlike  the  psychiatric  rapist, 
the  ego-split  has  no  insight 
into  his  sickness.  After  the 
crime,  he  will  deny  and 
repress  it,  saying  'I  don't 
remember.  It  wasn't  me',  or 
stepping  outside  of  it  claiming 
that  he  felt  as  though  he  were 
watching  a  movie.  He  is  not  in 
touch  at  all  with  the  idea  that 
he  committed  any  sort  of 
crime. 

Amir's  'criminal'  rapist 
comes  from  the  ghetto  and  has 
little  or  no  education.  He  is 
uninhibited  sexually  and  feels 
no  guilt  about  committing  the 
crime.  Selkin's  'predator'  is 
often  a  thief,  who  happens 
upon  a  woman  alone  and 
impulsively  decides  to  rape 
her.  He  can  be  seen  as 
manipulative  and  exploitive. 
Although  the  background  of 
these  two  types  of  rapists  may 
vary,  they  both  see  women  as 
objects  for  their  own  sexual 
gratification.  They  feel  no 
concern  for  their  victims  and 
do  not  identify  with  them  as 
human  beings. 
In  studies  done  of  stranger  to 
stranger  confrontations,  it  was 
found  that  intimidation  is  the 
rapist's  most  effective  weapon 
and  essential  to  the  rape 
process.  He  will  look  for  a 
vulnerable  woman;  perhaps 
retarded  or  handicapped  in 
some  way,  elderly,  drunk  or 
sleeping.  Friendly  women, 
who  like  to  help  others,  are 
also  good  targets.  The  rapist 
will  first  test  his  victim  to 
determine  if  she  can  be 
intimidated.  This  testing 
phase  is  crucial,  for  if  the 
rapist  should  guess  wrongly, 
he  loses  his  opportunity  and 
risks  being  caught,  convicted, 
and  sentenced.  If  he  realizes 
early  that  his  victim  can  not  be 
intimidated,  he  may  resist  her 
and  proceed  to  search  for  more 
cooperative  prey.  Themes  of 
omnipotence,  guilt,  anger  and  | 
fear  of  retribution  are  con- 
stantly at  play  during  the 
stranger  to  stranger  confron- 
tation. 

Realizing  that  the  rapist  could 
be  anyone,  and  will  disguise 
himself  behind  numerous 
masks,  should   be   a   motiva-

tional  tool  for  women  to  learn 
more  about  prevention  of  rape 
and  self-defense.  It  is  fright- 
ening to  think  that  we  all  know 
a  potential  rapist,  but  it  is  only 
through  this  fear  that  defenses 
can  be  strengthened.  Women 
need  to  begin  to  feel  their 
power  and  actualize  their 
ability  to  fight  back.  Rape  is  an 
insult,  the  ultimate  put  down, 
and  unless  women  walk  with 
their  eyes  open,  peel  away  the 
nr^ths    from    the   truths,    the 

humiliation  will  continue  and 
Rape  will  not  be  quelled. 


No  help 
at  hospitals 

(CP^ — Rape  victims  often  do 
not  find  a  helping  hand  at  their 
local  hospitals,  according  to  a 
new  government-funded  sur- 
vey. In  fact,  many  hospitals 
refuse  to  examine  and  treat 
rape  victims  and  others  charge 
as  much  as  J75  for  the 
services. 

The  survey,  conducted  by  the 
Center  for  Women  Policy 
Studies,  said  that  'most  police 
officers  have  difficulty  finding 
a  hospital  that  will  treat  rape 
victims.' 

'Hospitals  have  exhibited 
both  reluctance  to  provide 
medical  testimony  and  dis- 
paraging attitudes  toward  rape 
victims,'  the  report  continued. 
Rape  victims  are  often  forced 
to  wait  for  a  long  time  in  the 
hospital's  crowded  emergency 
room  before  they  are  exam- 
ined. 

The  report  also  pointed  out 
that  police  departments  often 
do  not  have  the  technological 
capability  to  identify  rapists.  It 
further  criticized  prosecutors' 
offices  for  handling  rape  cases 
poorly  and  providing  little 
assistance  to  the  victims. 


Rape  rampant  but 
women  getting  ready  to  fight 
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Babies  harmed  by 
too  much  wine

(CPS) — Last  spring,      a 

woman  was  attacked  and 
raped  by  a  man  wielding  a 
firehose  nozzle  on  the  10th 
fioor  of  the  campus  library  at 
Memphis  State  University. 
This  past  summer  a  University 
of  Texas  coed  was  dragged 
from  a  city  laundromat  at 
knife-point  and  raped  in  a 
nearby  field.  Early  in  Septem- 
ber, a  Colorado  college  woman 
was  raped  by  two  men  while 
she  and  her  boyfriend  slept 
outside  near  campus. 

In  spite  of  harsher  legisla- 
tion against  rapists  and  the 
growing  popularity  of  women's 
self-defense  classes,  rape  still 
runs  rampant  on  college 
campuses  where  young  women 
often  walk  alone  at  night. 
College  students  have  a  false 
sense  of  security  because  they 
feel  secluded,  a  Deputy 
District  Attorney  in  Colorado 
Springs  said.  But  "colleges 
are  no  longer  sacrosanct;  they 
have  become  target  areas," 
warned  a  Colorado  college 
dean. 

According  to  FBI  statistics, 
there  is  one  rape  every  ten 
minutes  nationally.  National 
statistics  also  indicate  that 
50%  of  rapists  know  their 
victims.  But  knowing  the 
attacker  has  rarely  helped  a 
woman  escape  him  success- 
fully. To  elude  a  rapist,  the 
woman  should  either  outwit 
him  emotionally,  as  one  expert 
advises,  or  defend  herself 
physically  as  others  recom- 
mend. 

The  rapist,  according  to  a 
Denver,      CO  policeman, 

usually  "tests"  the  victim 
before  he  attacks.  He  will 
make  some  suggestive  remark 
and  if  the  reaction  is  fright- 
ened uncertainty  or  embarass- 
ment,  he  will  assume  that  the 
person  can  be  intimidated  into 
submission. 

Self-defense  classes,  which 
have  been  springing  up  on 
campuses  all  over  the  country, 
train  women  to  react  more 
confidently  to  surprise  en- 
counters. "The  courses  are 
effective,"  one  instructor  said, 
"because  they  teach  a  person 
not  to  panic." 

Most  of  the  college  self- 
defense  courses,  often  offered 
for  regular  credit,  teach 
women  to  protect  themselves 
using  a  smattering  of  martial 
arts  and  common  sense. 
Women  are  taught  to  use  their 
hands  and  feet  in  punching, 
stabbing  and  kicking  motions. 
Other  measures  involve  the 
use  of  pressure  points,  such  as 
the  eyes  and  throat  which  are 
very  vulnerable. 

"Women  have  been  condi- 
tioned to  believe  that  they 
can't  defend  themselves,"  an 
Iowa  Rape  Crisis  Center 
worker  said.  "But  there  are 
things  women  can  learn  to  do 


to  prevent  rape.  We  don't 
always  have  to  give  in  to 
men." 

But  one  man  who  believes 
the  rapist  should  be  appeased 
rather  than  aggravated  is 
Frederic  Storaska,  author  of  a 
book  on  rape  and  a  lecturer  on 
the  college  circuit.  Storaska 
believes  that  the  woman's  best 
defense  against  a  rapist  is  to 
"alter  his  inferiority  com- 
plex." 

To  achieve  this,  Storaska 
said,  the  woman  should  try  to 
evoke  pity  for  herself.  She 
could  tell  him  she's  pregnant 
or  handicapped  or  that  she  had 
been  raped  by  her  stepfather 
while  an  adolescent.  The  best 
method  of  all,  Storaska  said,  is 
to  go  along  with  him.  "If  you 
treat  him  like  a  raving  maniac, 
then  believe  me,  he  won't 
disappoint  you,"  Storaska 
warned. 

While      colleges  install 

elaborate  security  devices  to 
keep  strangers  off-campus  and 
campus  men's  groups  set  up 
escort  services,  state  legis- 
latures have  joined  in  the 
battle  against  rape.  At  least  10 
states  changed  their  rape  laws 
in  1974  and  12  other  revisions 
in  state's  laws  were  under 
consideration.  The  changes 
marked  the  beginning  of  a 
shift  in  society's  attitude  away 
from  considering  the  victim 
the  provocateur  of  attacks. 

In  many  states,  new  rape 
laws  specify  that  evidence  of  a 
rape  victim's  sexual  conduct 
other  than  with  the  defendant 
cannot  be  introduced  at  the 
suspect's  trail  unless  the 
victim  introduces  it.  In  other 
states,  victims  no  longer  need 
medical  evidence  of  a  rape. 
Now  a  rape  victim's  word  that 
she  was  raped  is  sufficient 
evidence  that  a  rape  actually 
occurred. 

Another  legislative  change 
concerned  the  definition  of 
rape  and  sexual  assault.  In 
many  states,  if  a  sexual  assault 
occurred,  but  not  a  rape  per 
se,  the  assailant  was  charged 
only  with  disorderly  conduct 
which  in  most  places  is  only  a 
misdemeanor     carrying  a 

maximum  sentence  of  six 
months  in  jail.  Both  Michigan 
and  Iowa  broadened  the 
definitions  of  criminal  sexual 
assault  last  year  and  set 
different  punishments  for  dif- 
ferent degrees  of  assault. 

Women's  groups  have  been 
credited  with  the  new  impetus 
for  revising  rape  laws.  But 
lawmakers  often  agreed  that 
traditional  rape  laws  had  put 
the  wrong  person  on  trial. 
"Skepticism  toward  women 
was  built  into  the  laws  but  it 
wasn't  necessary,"  New  York 
Assistant  District  Attorney 
Jack  Litman  said,  "since  it 
already  existed  in  the  police, 
the  jury,  the  judges,  even  the 
DA's  office.  What  we're 
getting  now  is  just  longneeded 
balancing." 


(CPS) — Women  who  drink 
heavily  during  their  pregnancy 
may  be  doing  irreparable  harm 
to  their  babies  by  passing 
along  the  'fetal  alcohol  syn- 
drome,' a  growing  problem 
across  the  country. 

A  recent  study  by  doctors  in 
Oklahoma  City  showed  that 
babies  affected  by  alcohol  will 
have  similar  features  that 
make  them  all  look  alike, 
among  them  large  noses, 
out-turned  ears  and  small 
fingernails.  Sensory  impair- 
ment and  low  IQ's  may  also 
accompany  the  physical 
defects. 

Dr.  George  Sharpe  of  the 
Childrens  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Oklahoma  City  said  a 
woman  did  not  have  to  be  an 
alcoholic  to  give  birth  to  a  baby 
afflicted  by  alcohol  syndrome. 
Persistent  and  increasing 
alcohol  consumption  in  a 
non-alcoholic  woman  can 
damage  the  fetus,  he  said.

The  fall  apartment:  How  to  sign  a  lease  that  lets  you  sleep

(CPS)  —  It's  a  slow,  hot  trudge  up  a  long  flight  of  stairs  at  the 
<n«i  of  ihe  first  of  what  could  be  many  days  of  apartment-hunting. 
Ai  least  the  sign  downstairs  didn't  say  "No  animals  or  students." 
Head,  feet  and  hand  pounding  in  unison,  >ou  knock  on  what 
\ou"ve  promised  yourself  will  be  the  last  manager's  door  of  the 
day. 

Then,  suddenly,  there  it  is:  the  ideal  apartment,  a  veritable 
SlOO-a-month  nir\ana  to  your  weary  eyes.  Out  comes  the  lease, 
on  goes  the  signature.  The  landlord-tenant  sterility  dance  is 
finished  before  you  even  notice  what  legal  and  financial  potency 
vou'vc  lost  for  the  next  twelve  months.  But  after  all,  what  are  a 
few  rights  in  return  for  no  cockroaches?  Perhaps  only  a  little 
peace  of  mind  or  no  heat  in  December  or  a  couple  hundred  dollars 
or  a  surprise  eviction. 

If  vou've  survived  or  avoided  the  black  plague  of  mandatory 
d'lrnis,  get  ready  for  the  trial  by  tenancy.  With  the  possible 
exception  of  students  purchasing  an  education,  no  class  of 
c<>nsumers  are  more  oppressed  than  tenants.  In  25  states  tenants 
must  still  pav  rent  even  if  their  landlord  doesn't  provide  them 
with  a  livable  apartment.  In  thirty  states  a  tenant  can  be  evicted 
in  retaliation  for  reporting  a  housing  code  violation. 

For  info  about  the  specific  dearth  of  rights  in  your  state,  see 
\(jur  lucal  tenant's  union  (or  start  one:  write  the  National 
tenant's  Organization,  1346  Connecticut  .\venue.  Room  202, 
%  ashington,  DC  20036).  In  the  meantime,  here  are  a  few  basics 
for  \our  next  lease-signing  ritual. 

l.  THE  BALL  AND  CHAIN  LEASE.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  \ou  DO  have  the  right  to  enjoy  your  apartment.  Even  with

I 
know  more  about  how  to  do 
stuff  than  you  could  fit  in  Mae 
West's  cumberbund. 

"I'm  an  \..\.  major  and  last 


week  I  built  a  clothespin  holder 
in  the  shop  out  of  a  pickle  jar 
with  half  the  label  torn  off. 
i»old  it,  too. 

"By  the  way,  can  I  get  my 
picture  in  the  paper?  See,  I 
need  the  publicity  to  let  these 
babes  on  campus  know  that 
Angel  has  arrived.  .All  they  do 
so  far  is  spit  in  my  face.  I  don't 
mind  that  too  much,  cuz  it 
helps  keep  my  hair  back,  but 
sometimes  it  gets  on  my  butts 
and  I  can't  light  them." 

We  told  .\ngel  that  he  was 
just  the  kind  of  writer  the 
Rhetoric  needed.  He  got  very 
excited. 

"Oh,  wow,  man,  like  that's 

pizza  but  I  can't  write  very 
good.  You  can  just  read  my  fan 
mail  and  I'll  dictate  to  that  cute 
Mary  Ellen  broad,  heh-heh, 
and  she  can  take  the  notes, 
huh?  Whattya  say?" 

Well,  readers,  whattya  say? 


the  current  housing  shortage  in  some  college  communities, 
you're  signing  a  rental  agreement,  not  a  release  for  involuntary 
confinement.  Nevertheless,  you'll  probably  find  clauses  which 
prohibit  parties,  stereos,  guests,  pets,  air  conditioners', 
repainting,  remodeling,  and  other  things  that  people  usually 
associate  with  home.  .At  some  point  the  protection  of  your 
landlord's  property  nudges  your  right  to  privacy  out  of  the 
picture. 

.Aside  from  signing  away  your  life-style,  you  may  also  be  asked 
to  unwittingly  give  up  other  legal  rights.  Buried  in  the  fine-print 
legal  jargon  may  be  clauses  which  give  your  landlord  the  right  to 
enter  your  apartment  at  any  time,  to  lock  you  out,  or  to  seize  your 
belongings  and  throw  you  out  for  late  payment  of  rent.  Under 
many  brave  new  leases  you  also  agree  to  pay  your  landlord's 
attorney's  fees  if  he  sues  you  or  allow  him  to  appoint  an  attorney 
on  your  behalf  to  plead  guilty. 

Here's  some  Orwellian  gobblydygook  from  a  standard  lea^: 
"This  lease  and  the  obligation  of  the  Tenant  to  pay  rent 
hereunder. ..shall  in  nowise  be  affected,  impaired  or  excused 
because  the  Landlord  is  unable  to  supply  or  is  delayed  in 
supplying  any  service  or  is  unable  or  is  delayed  in  making  any 
repairs,  additions,  alterations  or  decorations..."  Translation:  you 
must  pay  rent  even  if  the  landlord  doesn't  provide  heat, 
electricity,  repairs  or  any  other  service  he  promised  -  quite  a 
switch  from  the  universal  consumer  axiom  that  you  don't  pay  for 
what  vou  don't  receive. 

2.  THE  INSECURITY  DEPOSIT.  To  prevent  your  security 
deposit  from  becoming  vour  landlord's  permanent  bank  deposit, 
try  to  include  in  your  lease  a  clause  stipulating  when  your  money 
should  be  returned  and  requiring  an  itemized  accounting  of  all 
deductions  made. 

So  you  only  pay  for  your  own  holes  in  the  wall  after  finals,  make 
sure  you  and  your  landlord  inspect  the  place  before  you  move  in 
and  make  a  written  inventory  of  all  damage.  If  he  refuses  to  take

the  tour,  take  along  a  disinterested  witness,  taave  your  inventory 
notarized  and  give  the  landlord  a  copy.  .Although  legally  shaky, 
such  tactics  have  a  "don't  tread  on  me"  effect  which  can  prove 
valuable. 

For  more  clout  try  using  the  model  inventory  checklist  and 
security  deposit  contract  available  free  from  the  Sacramento 
County  Consumer  Protection  Bureau,  816  H.  Street,  Sacramento, 
Ca  95841.  The  model  agreement  resulted  from  a  survey  of 
landlords  in  the  Sacramento  area  which  found  that  of  an 
estimated  $1.7  million  in  security  deposits,  over  half  the  money 
was  being  withheld  illegally.  Confirming  what  many  students 
know  from  experience,  the  Bureau  concluded  that  security 
deposits  had  become  "an  incredible  ripoff." 

3.  THE  LE.A5E  OF  LE.AST  RESISTANCE.  Although 
negotiating  may  be  traumatic  you  should  try  to  change  your  lease 
before  you  sign  it  rather  than  rely  on  long  and  expensive  legal 
action  to  vindicate  you.  In  many  places,  local  law  hasn't  yet 
caught  up  with  basic  human  rights  or  the  Constitution. 
Remember  that  any  lease  changes  your  landlord  agrees  to,  as 
well  as  remodeling  or  repairs  he's  promised  to  make,  should  be 
written  into  the  contract  and  initialed  by  both  of  you. 

One  factor  in  your  favor:  most  landlords  don't  write  their  own 
4ease,  they  just  use  whatever  the  local  legal  form  supplier 
happens  to  carry.  To  take  dim  view,  this  means  they  may  know 
they're  gypping  you,  but  not  exactly  how.  With  some  knowledge 
of  your  housing  law,  you  (or  better  yet  a  group  of  tenants)  can  win 
back  a  few  rights  and  survive  until  feudalism  is  officially  declared 
dead. 

One  last  tactic  or  symbohc  protest,  depending  on  your 
negotiating  strength,  is  to  present  your  landlord  with  your  own 
lease.  Try  to  let  him  sort  through  the  winding  language  and 
fly-speck  print.  A  good  pro-tenant  model  lease  is  available  free 
from  the  National  Housing  Economic  Development  Law  Project, 
2313  Warring  Street,  Berkeley,  CA  94704. 


(CPS'ZNS)  —  As  if  worry- 
ing about  ozone  depletion  isn't 
enough,  a  survev  of  leading 
scientists  by  SCIENCE  DI- 
GEST magazine  turned  up  13 
different  prediaions  of  how 
the  world  will  end.

per  hour.  Many  scientists  feel 
a  collision  is  inevitable. 

The  "black  hole  theory" 
proposed  by  some  scientists, 
predias  that  giant,  dense  but 
invisible  concentrations  of 
matter,  may  be  speeding 
toward  us.  A  black  hole  can 
suck  up  other  matter  and 
would  crush  the  planet  down  to 
the  size  of  a  basketball  if  it 
collided  with  Earth. 

Other  prediaions  for  the 
demise  of  the  planet  included 
nuclear  weapons  and  "mon- 
ster microbes"  that  could 
escape  from  biological  labor- 
atories and  attack  life  on 
Earth.

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BOTTLE  BILL 


Citizens  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  are  obtaining 
signatures  in  support  of  the 
Mass.  Bottle  Bill  Initiative 
Petition.  This  Initiative  is 
designed  to  ban  flip  top  cans 
and  require  that  beer  and  soft 
drink  containers  sold  in  the 
Commonwealth  have  a  refund 
value  of  at  least  five  cents. 

Enactment  of  this  Mass. 
Bottle  Bill  will  reduce  litter 
which  is  presently  costing  the 
Commonwealth  %  of  a  million 
dollars  annually.  The  Oregon 
Bottle  Bill,  similar  to  the  one 
proposed  in  Mass.,  cut  the 
beverage  container  litter  in 
half  almost  immediately;  today 
it  has  been  reduced  by  83%. 

This  Initiative  will  also  save 
energy  and  natural  resources. 
Manufacturing  "throw- 

aways"  wastes  three  times  as 
much  energy  as  manufacturing 
returnables.  Non-returnable 
bottles  and  cans  utilize  44%  of 
all  the  United  States  container 
glass,  5.6%  of  our  aluminum 
and  2%  of  all  U.S.  steel.  If  we 
employ  the  use  of  returnable 
bottles,  we  could  save  enough 
energy  to  meet  the  energy 
requirements  of  Boston, 
Washington,  San  Francisco, 
and  Pittsburg  for  five  months; 
or  supply  more  than  9  million 
people  with  electricity  for  one 
year;  or  operate  1.7  million 
cars  for  ten  thousand  miles  per 
year  at  ten  gallons  per  mile. 

Throw-away  bottlers  and 
canners.  force  people  to  pur- 
chase throw-away  can  and 
bottles  that  people  do  not  need 
to  own.  Also,  the  price  of  the 
non-returnable  can  or  bottle  is 
inflated  as  much  as  10%  as 
compared  to  returnable  bottles 


and  cans.  Consumers  are  in 
fact  required  to  pay  for  useless 
non-returnable  bottles  and 
cans  three  times:  initially 
consumers  pay  for  the  contain- 
ers; then,  secondly,  for  the 
disposal  of  the  containers;  and 
finally,  in  the  form  of  litter 
collection  for  those  who 
improperly  dispose  of  these 
containers.  Since  it  cost  the 
U.S.  over  40  billion  dollars  to 
clean  up  litter  in  1972,  the 
savings  involved  are  substan- 
tial, over  20  million  dollars 
according  to  the  federal  E.P.A. 

Passage  of  the  Bottle  Bill 
will  result  in  the  increase  of 
jobs  in  the  Bay  State  area, 
according  to  a  study  through 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 
Althou);h  some  jobs  will  be  lost 
in  the  bottle  and  can  container 
industries,  additional  jobs  will 
propably  be  created  in  the 
brewing,  wholesaling  and  soft 
drink  bottling  industries. 

This  initiative  petition  en- 
ables the  citizens  to  by-pass 
the  legislature,  and  vote  laws 
directly  into  effect.  By  collect- 
ing some  57,000  signatures 
before  mid  November,  and 
then  fihng  them  with  the 
Secretary  of  State  by  Decem- 
ber 3,  Mass.  citizens  can  force 
the  legislature  to  vote  on  this 
proposal  before  May  5,  1976.  If 
the  legislature  chooses  to 
reject  the  Bottle  Bill,  the 
voters  will  be  entitled  to  vote 
the  petition  into  law  in  the 
November  1976  election,  after 
collecting  an  additional  10,000 
signatures  between  May  5  and 
July  7,  1976. 

It  is  up  to  the  citizens  of 
Mass.  to  sign  the  petition  to 
support  the  Bottle  Bill. 


NUCLEAR  SAFETY 

President  Ford  plans  to  have 
200  nuclear  power  plants  in 
operation  within  the  next  ten 
years.  Presently  only  a  small 
percentage  of  our  energy 
demands  are  met  by  nuclear 
plants. 

Emergency  safety  systems 
for  nuclear  power  plants  have 
never  been  subjected  to  tests 
under  actual  operating  con- 
ditions. Tests  performed  on  a 
mini-scale  were  utter  failures. 
A  serious  accident  could 
release  large  amounts  of 
deadly  radioactive  materials 
resulting  in  thousands  of 
deaths,  billions  of  dollars  of 
damage  and  would  neccessi- 
tate  the  evacuation  of  hun- 
dreds of  square  miles  of  land. 

No  insurance  presently  is 
taking  the  risk  of  insuring 
nuclear  power  plants.  Nuclear 
power  plants  would  only  be 
built  if  the  federal  government 
lifted  the  risk  from  the  utility 
companies  and  placed  it  on  the 
taxpayer.  The  taxpayer  then, 
would  only  be  partially 
covered. 

The  power  industry  projects 
an  8  billion  dollar  market  for 
nuclear  power  that  will  be 
financed  by  exorbitant  rates 
and  increased  taxes. 

Today  there  is  no  technology 
for  the  safe  and  permanent 
storage  or  disposal  of  the 
plants'  deadly  radioactive 
wastes.  These  wastes  are  toxic 
and  are  maintained  for  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  years. 
There  is  also  the  risk  that  these 
wastes  may  be  stolen  for  the 
utilization  of  nuclear  weapons. 

The  Nuclear  Power  Initiative 
Act  has  drawn  up  an  amend- 
ment cited  as  the  NUCLEAR 
SAFEGUARDS  ACT  relating 
to  the  usage  of  Massachusetts 
land  for  nuclear  power  plants. 
They  are  petitioning  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  submit 
this  act  to  the  voters  of  Mass. 
for  their  adoption  or  rejection 
at  the  next  succeeding  general 
election  or  at  any  special 
statewide  election  held  prior  to 
that  general  election  or  as 
otherwise  provided  by  law. 

This  act  would  require  that 
all  safety  systems  be  fully 
tested  during  actual  operating 
conditions,  that  radioactive 
wastes  be  deemed  safe  for 
storage  and  disposal,  and  that 
utility  companies  be  held 
responsible  for  damages 
caused  by  nuclear  accident, 
prior  to  the  erection  of  any  new 
plants  in  Massachusetts. 

This  Initiative  serves  as  a 
way  in  which  registered  voters 
may  by-pass  the  legislature 
and  enact  their  own  laws. 
Some  57,000  signatures  from 
Mass.  registered  voters  must 
be  obtained  by  November  17, 
to  then  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  by  December  3. 
Through  this  action,  Mass. 
citizens  can  force  the  Legisla- 
ture to  vote  on  this  proposal 
before  May  5,  1976.  If  the 
Legislature  chooses  not  to 
enact  this  amendment  into 
law,  the  voters  will  be  entitled 
to  vote  the  petition  into  law  in 
the  November  1976  election, 
subsequently,  collecting  an 
additional  10,000  more  signa- 
tures between  May  5  and  July 
7,  1976. 

The  L.I.V.E.  organization  of 
F.S.C.  is  in  the  process  of 
securing  a  table  in  the  Student 
Union  Building  in  order  to 
obtain  students  signatures  for 
the  support  of  these  two 
referenda.

Students  go  down, 
down,  down

(CPS) — College  students  are 
an  unhappy,  cynical,  alienated 
bunch  of  people,  with  no 
respect  for  institutions,  little 
belief  in  God  and  the  "lowest 
morals,"  if  George  Gallup's 
statistics      have  correctly 

I  gauged  the  mood  of  the 
nation's  campuses. 

A  recent  Gallup  survey 
showed  that  while  most 
students  lean  to  the  left 
politically,     the     minority     of 

'  students  who  "take  a  center  or 
right  of  center  position"  on 
political  issues  are  also  those 
who      have      "the      greatest 

I  confidence  in  the  nation  and  its 

'  institutions,  respect  for  re- 
ligion, and  their  own  family 
life." 

The  survey  results,  based  on 
about  900  interviews  with 
students  from  57  colleges 
around  the  nation,  indicjited 
that  most  students  move  to  the 
left  in  their  political  thinking 
during  their  four  years  of 
college.  While  30%  of  the 
freshmen  polled  said  they 
leaned  to  "left  of  center  or  far 
left,"  53%  of  the  seniors  said 
they  identified  with  the  left  to 
some  degree.  Only  20%  of  the 
seniors  said  their  ideas  went  to 
the  right  of  center  or  far  right.  , 

The  poll  does  not  include, 
however,  freshmen  statistics 
for  those  students  who  are  now 
seniors,  nor  does  it  take  into 
account  that  political,  social 
and  economic  conditions  were 
very  different  four  years  ago 
when  these  students  were 
freshmen. 

The  survey  compared  one 
Ivy  League  university  (which 


was  not  named)  and  Oklahoma 
Christian  College  (OCC)  with 
each  other  and  with  college 
students  in  general.  The  OCC 
students  tended  to  take  the 
opposite  view  from  the  major- 
ity of  college  students  around 
the  country  on  almost  every 
major  issue,  while  the  Ivy 
League  students  leaned  to- 
ward the  other  extreme  of  the 
national  results:  they  felt  the 
same  on  most  issues  as  the 
nation's  students  in  general, 
but  in  significantly  larger 
proportions. 

The  following  are  some 
survey  results  on  the  moral 
and  political  attitudes  of 
college  students  in  general, 
and  at  Oklahoma  Christian 
College  and  an  Ivy  League 
school: 

--Only  18%  of  the  nation's 
college  students  and  9%  of  the 
Ivy  League  students  felt  that 
pre-marital  sex  was  wrong, 
while  83%  of  the  OCC 
students  were  against  pre- 
marital sex. 

--65%  of  all  college  students 
and  83%  of  the  Ivy  League 
students  supported  the  right  of 
abortion  under  all  circum- 
stances. Only  24%  of  the  OCC 
students  took  that  stand. 
I  The  survey  indicated  that 
'  most  college  students  held  a 
"strong  anti-business"  atti- 
tude. But,  according  to  Gallup, 
this  hostility  is  accompanied 
by  a  "shocking"  ignorance  of 
the  free  enterprise  system. 
Gallup  asserts  that  most 
students  have  a  "distorted" 
view  of  big  business,  over- 
estimating profits  and  under- 
estimating corporate  taxes. 

"Why  do  students  turn  to 
the  left?"  asked  Gallup  in  a 
summary  of  the  survey's 
findings.  He  answered  his  own 
question  by  citing  events  of  the 
recent  past  such  as  Vietnam, 
Watergate,  and  the  econo- 
my--but     emphasized  the 

"great   influence"   of  profes- 
sors with  leftist  views. 

Probing  student  religious 
attitudes,  the  survey  showed 
that  most  students  across  the 
country  believe  in  "God  or  a 
universal  spirit,"  and  that 
65%  of  the  students  believe  in 
life  after  death--though  the 
statistics  drew  no  distinction 
between  reincarnation  and 
traditional  salvation.

.\lthough  two  noteworthy 
athletes  attend  F.S.C.  few- 
would  recognize  their  names 
no  less  recall  the  event  which 
brought  them  fame.  Being  a 
women's  sports  reporter  does 
grant  me  access  to  "inside 
information"  so  I  would  like  to 
reiterate  the  fact  that  Lisa 
Bramante  and  Maureen  O'Do- 
herty  are  the  1975  Women's 
State  Doubles  champions. 

The  two  sophomores  em- 
body the  image  of  the  modern 
female  athlete,  though  proba- 
bly they  don't  think  of 
themselves  in  such  liberated 
terms.  Both  are  talented  tennis 
players  -  of  that  there  is  no 
question  and  while  interview- 
ing them  I  sensed  the  pride 
alloyed  with  arrogance  that 
distinguishes  most  accomplis- 
hed athletes.  It  was  refreshing 
not  to  talk  with  two  modest 
tennis  creatues  but  bold, 
self-assured  women. 

Both  Maureen  and  Lisa 
desire  to  excel.  The  chance  to 
compete  and  win  is  a  challenge 
they  thrive  on,  yet  their 
competitive  spirits  are  juxtap- 
osed with  their  needling 
natures.  They  volley  insults 
back  and  fourth  with  as  much 
velocity  and  precision  off  court 
as  they  do  tennis  balls  on. 

Not  only  do  their  personalit- 
ies coincide  but  also  their 
philosophy  toward  the  game  as 
well.  Intolerate  of  indolent 
performances,  they  sometimes 
appear  opinionated  but  it's 
very  hard  not  to  see  their 
reasoning.  I  suppose  that 
without  this  chauvinistic  attit- 
ude there  wouldn't  be  a  tennis 
team  no  less  a  State  Doubles 
championship  at  Fitchburg 
State.  But  let  Lisa  and 
Maureen  discuss  their  feat  in 
their  own  words. 

M.MREEN:  We  were  shoc- 
ked to  win  the  Doubles 
Championships.  This  was  our 
first  time  in  tournament  play. 
The  day  before  we  had  beaten 
Lowell  and  when  we  drew  to 
play  against  them,  we  had  a 
pretty  good  idea  we  could  get 
by  -  but  any  further  we  didn't 
think  we  had  a  chance.  The 
next  day  we  played  against 
Framingham  and  we  were  very 
nervous  because  of  their  rank 
(2nd  seed).  They  have  some 
smart  players  on  that  team. 
Even  though  we  lost  the  first 
set,  we  didn't  give  up.  We 
came  back  to  win  the  final  2 
sets  7-5,  6-3.  Then  we  had  to 
play  Worcester  and  we  only 
had  a  break  of  about  twenty 
minutes.  We  lost  to  top-seed 
Worcester  during  the  season 
and  when  Lisa  saw  the  trophy 
we  were  really  psyched  to  win. 
Worcester  expected  to  wipe 
us  out  but  we  didn't  fall  down 
and  play  dead.  The  score  was 
very  close,  something  like  3-6, 
6-3,6-2  but  it  seemed  like  they 
quit  on  themselves  -  we  just 
walked  all  over  them. 


Q:  How  did  you  two  get 
together  as  a  team: 

LIS.A:  I  liked  Maureen's  car 
and  Maureen  like  my  shorts. 
No  really.  My  partner  had  to 
leave  the  team  because  she 
didn't  have  the  time  to  play 
and  then  Maureen  asked  me  to 
join  her  as  a  doubles  team. 
We're  friends  and  our  philoso- 
phies blended  well  together. 
Neither  of  us  likes  to  loose, 
we're  always  talking  and 
pushing  each  other  to  improve 
our  game.  I  never  get  upset 
when  Maureen  points  out  a 
few  mistakes  I'm  making 
because  I  know  it's  not 
vindictive  criticism.

Q:  Being  last  years  State 
Doubles  champions  -  what 
kind  of  position  does  that  put 
vou  in  with  vnur  fpammates? 

MAUREEN:  We  don't  feel 
any  better  than  the  other 
players  and  they  feel  the  same 
way  toward  us.  It's  a  relaxed 
atmosphere.  We  play  a  lot  with 
the  other  players  and  they  are 
receptive  to  our  suggestions.  If 
we  win  they're  happy  for  us 
and  visa  versa.  We  are  not 
competing  with  each  other  but 
I  think  if  you're  really 
concerned  about  the  quality  of 
your  game  that  it  can't  hurt  to 
learn  from  the  coach  and 
others. 

Q:  So  far  you're  undefeated. 
Will  this  be  a  help  or 
hindrance  when  you  play  the 
private  colleges  at  the  New- 
England  Collegiate  Tourna- 
ment over  the  weekend? 

US.A:  Psychologically,  it's  a 
help.  Our  coach  is  preparing 
us  by  being  realistic  -  that 
these  teams  are  not  like  state 
schools  because  they've  very 
high  caliber  players. 

Q:  How  do  you  think  private 
institutions  have  developed 
this  mvstique  of  superioritv. 

MAUREEN:  Well  it's  true 
because  they  have  more 
■money  for  facilities,  coaches 
and  equipment.  Tryouts  are  a 
lot  harder  and  more  time  can 
be  devoted  to  practice  since 
lob  commitments  aren't  so 
necessarv  as  in  a  state  school. 


Q:  How  has  your  coach, 
Mrs.  Downey  prepared  you 
both  physically  and  mentally 
for  this  event. 

M.AUREEN:  Well,  with  ^e 
it  was  my  strokes,  strategy  and 
serves.  Mrs.  Downey  brought 
out  basic  elements  just  by 
watching  me  play  and  comm- 
enting on  it.

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Elise  objects  to  some  of  the 
assumptions  thai      some 

"libbers"  make  about  women 
whose  thoughts  are  different 
than  their  own.  Some  of  the 
more  militant  women  seem  to 
lnok  down  on  those  women 
who  chose  to  be  wives  and 
mothers.  Everyone,  says  Eiise, 
cannot  compete;  some  women 
uant  to  Slav  home,  so  why  not? 
^he  feels  that  if  they  (women's 
Lib')  are  out  there  fighting  for 
what  they  want  -  against 
people  who  try  lo  impose  their 
views  on  them  •  they  should  be 
able  to  accept  and  tolerate 
women's  views  which  are  not 
like  their  own. 

We  touched  upon  the 
"double  standard."  but  Elise 
requested  that  we  not  discuss 
sex  as  she  has  deeply  personal 
feelings  on  the  subject.  How- 
ever, she  did  say  that  she  felt  a 
relationship  should  be  "very 
-pecial"  -  at  least  -  before  se.x 
niers  into  it. 

I  wondered  how  Elise  felt 
about  male  female  roles,  and. 
althojgh  she  slates  that  she 
would  enjoy  staying  home  with 
the  children,  she  would  find 
nothing  wrong  with  a  couple 
who  reversed  the  situation;  the 
wife  working  and  hubby 
cleaning  house.  She  men- 
tioned a  friend  who  has 
recently  landed  a  very  nice  job 
in  another  state;  the  husband 
is  unemployed  at  present,  and 
the  two  will  follow  her  carreer. 
The  husband,  says  Elise. 
seems  to  have  no  objections  at 
all  lo  the  arrangement. 

Diane  is  dark,  pretty  and 
%ivacious;  popular  with  men 
and  women.  We  discussed  the 
natiire  of  ihe  male  ego  one 
^ay,  and  Diane  feels  very 
-trongly  that  there  IS  a 
"double  standard"  behind 
which  men  hide. 

Diane  objects  also  to  the 
superficial  nature  of 

male  female  relationships 

and  is  often  frustrated  by  the 
backing  off  tendencies  ex- 
hibited by  men  in  their 
in\olvements.  She  feels  that 
many  of  the  men  she  has  met 
are  afraid  of  being  "trapped" 
and  run  when  a  women  is 
thought  "too  serious"  about  a 
relationship.  This,  thinks 
Diane,  is  nonsense! 

She  is  not  hunting  a 
husband;  is  capable  of  enjoy- 
ing each  friendship  for  the 
present  -  appreciating  the 
worth  of  an  individual,  getting 
lo  know  him;  enjoying  his 
lompanv  -  the  future  can  wait. 
Why,  laments  Diane,  do  men 
think  all  women  are  trying  lo 
ensnare  them?  She  thinks  (the 
men)  are  unwilling  to  lake 
risks  •  they  are  emotional 
c-owards,  and  Diane's  opinions 
very  closely  agree  with  my 
own. 

.Argerie  is  active  in  SCA  and 
jpals  with  men  all  the  time; 
^he  is  an  agressive  individual 
when  necessary  and  has 
friends  who  are  stimulating 
and  interesting  -  people  who 
arc  involved  with  things,  have 
thoughts  about  a  variety  of 
subjects,  varied  interests,  etc. 
Her  comments  were  brief;  she 
understands  much  of  what 
women's  lib  is  trying  to  do.  but 
objects  to  strong-arm 

methods.  So  much  of  the 
feminism  seems  to  stem  from  a 
put-down  of  the  male,  and 
.Argerie  seems  to  experience 
no  difficulty  in  dealing  with 
men  on  an  equal  basis. 

CONCLUSION:  The  three 
women  range  from  18-30  in 
age,  1  has  been  married,  2  not, 
and  one  is  very  involved  in 
student  politics.  They  all  are 
put  off  by  "Women's  Lib"  as 
such,  and  one  wonders  if  any 
of  us  really  understand  what 


the  women's  movement  is  all 
about.  Each  of  these  women 
feels  confident  that  she  will 
accomplish  her  goals  without 
much  interference  and  none 
seems  to  need  the  support  of  a 
women's  group.  But  each 
woman  interviewed  did  ex- 
press dissatisfaction  with  some 
area  of  male  dominance,  and 
all  feel  that  much  is  still  to  be 
done  to  gain  equality  for 
women.

David  Williams,  a  computer 
science  major  at  FSC  feels  that 
the  women's  issue  is  passe 
because  their  platform  has 
already  been  stated.  He  feels 
that  women  and  society  in 
general  are  not  excited  any- 
more over  women's  rights 
because,  according  to  him, 
women  have  succeeded. 

Though  David  generally 
supports  and  understands  a 
woman's  desire  to  have  equal 
opportunities  he  still 

hopes  that  women  will  not  lose 
their  "femininity."  He  be- 
lieves that  the  basic  foundation 
of  marriage  with  children 
works  in  the  American  society. 
He  goes  on  to  say  that  if  a 
woman  should  marry  and  have 
children,  her  Tu-st  responsibil- 
itv  is  to  her  home  and  famiU  If 
that  is  taken  care  of.  a  career 
could  be  pursued  by  the 
woman,  but  not  to  the  extent 
that  it  becomes  her  first 
priority.  However,  if  two 
people  marry  and  have  made 
the  decision  to  have  no 
children,  he  thinks  that  both 
husband  and  wife  have  a  right 
to  follow,  equally,  the  most 
meaningful  vocation  possible. 
It  is  only  when  children  are 
involved  that  the  roles  of  the 
woman  change  for  him,  back 
to  a  more  traditional  view  of 
wife  and  mother. 

Dolores  Cronin,  an  English 
major,  takes  the  opposing 
viewpoint  that  women  have  not 
succeeded  in  their  hopes  for 
equal  employment  or  equal 
treatment  in  all  facets  of  their 
lives.  She  feels  that  they  are 
still  treated  as  an  oddity,  a 
token,  if  they  engage  in  any 
line  of  "male"  employment. 
From  her  standpoint,  women 
seek  outside  careers  to  escape 
the  dreary  drudgery  of  domes- 
tic roles  offered  to  them. 
Dolores  feels  a  woman's  effort 
to  pursue  self-fulfillment  in 
employment  can  prove  unsat- 
isfactory because  her  role  still 
has  not  changed  that  radically; 
she  is  still  expected  to  raise  a 
family,  tend  and  be  caretaker 
to  her  children  and  home. 
Secondly,  if  the  woman  should 
decide  to  work,  and  her  job 
developed  more  successfully 
than  that  of  her  husbands, 
added  burdens  would  be 
placed  on  her  because  the 
man's  masculinity  would  be 
threatened. 

Sadly,  no  matter  how  much 
dogma  is  dumped  on  our 
society  about  a  woman's  right 
to  find  equal  fulfillment  in 
whatever  sort  of  life  she 
chooses,  male  and  female  roles 
have  been  so  implanted,  so 
ingraned,  that  it  will  most 
likely  take  another  two  hun- 
dred years  to  break  the  chains 
that  stifle  both  men  and 
women.  Women  are  now  in  an 
ambivalent  place  --  they  lose 
no  matter  which  way  they  turn. 
If  a  woman  wants  to  stay 
home,  raise  a  family  and  finds 
sheer  enjoyment  from  that, 
she  gets  pressure  from  the 
feminist  element  of  our  society 
to  explore  the  career  world.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  a  woman 
should  decide  to  eschew 
marriage  altogether,  and 
strive  for  success  in  a  patri- 
archal world,  she  is  looked 
upon  as,  let's  face  it,  a  bit  too 
independent;  people  suddenly 
feel  a  need  to  analyze  her 
situation  and  discover  what  it 
was  in  her  childhood  that  made 
her  so  "aggressive."  Women 
are  indeed  caught,  and  all  the

Adam  and  Eve  and  Lilith,  The  Myth, 

by  Mary-Ellen  Walsh 


There  is  a  myth,  woven  whh  the  fabric  from  the  biblical  story  of 
Adam  and  Eve.  Adam  was  the  first  man,  created  from  the  mud 
and  slime  of  earth,  and  Eve,  the  first  woman,  was  made  from  the 
rib  of  the  man.  Here  the  myth  digresses  from  the  Bible  tale  and 
introduces  a  third  being  into  the  garden  of  Eden.  Lilith  was 
fashioned  separately,  from  the  essence  of  the  earth  and  the 
substance  of  the  skies,  a  woman  different  and  distinct  from  Adam 
and  Eve.  She  was  alone,  not  Adam's  woman,  a  sister  of  Eve, 
whose  footsteps  would  always  follow  another  path.  Eve  belonged 
to  Adam  but  Lilith  belonged  only  to  herself.  Lilith,  then,  may 
have  tempted  Adam  in  the  beginning  and  precipitated  his  fall  and 
her  duplicity  led  to  the  end  of  Eden.  But  it  also  heralded  a  new 
world,  a  life  of  free  choices  and  varied  happenings;  their  flight 
from  Paradise  produced  the  human  race. 

Which  of  us,  then,  are  Eves,  and  which  are  Liliths?  Perhaps 
Lilith  is  the  symbol  of  a  shadow.  Eve's  other  self.  Thus  we,  as 
women,  would  have  within  us  something  of  Eve  and  something  of 
Lilith,  and  to  find  a  place  in  a  perpetually  moving  world  we  must 
choose.  Will  we  be  the  mainstay,  the  mirror,  the  owned  object  of 
a  man. ..Eve?  Or  shall  each  woman  stand  apart,  a  strong, 
self-directed  person  in  her  own  right. ..Lilith? 

The  misconceptions  formed  over  the  years  have  resulted  in  the 
long  cherished  view  of  traditional  womanhood,  a  predestined  role 
which  she  has  been  designated  to  fill.  But  the  red  robes  of  wife 
and  mother,  chattel  of  the  male,  are  ill-fitting  in  these  times,  and 
some  women  are  throwing  off  the  heavy  garments  of  the  past;  but 
the  vibrations  of  velvet  are  heard  around  the  world  as  they  fall. 

Each  stereotyped  group  has  its  specific  delineations  for  a 
definition  of  woman  and  a  woman's  place:  The  myopic  male,  who 
wants  a  slave  and  does  not  see  the  writing  on  the  prison  walls;  the 
earth  mother,  who  sees  all  females  as  actresses  in  the  drama  of 
procreation  and  child-rearing;  the  devoted  wife,  living  vicariously 
in  a  reflected  realization  of  her  husband's  success,  and  of  course 
the  feminist,  who  vociferously  decries  the  wife  jmd  mother  for  her 
weakness  and  demands  that  all  women  be  active  agressors  in  the 
game  of  life. 

The  denominator  common  to  all  of  the  radical  conformists  is  an 
absolute  ideaL,  None  of  these  advocates  of  uncompromising 
concepts  are  willing  to  make  any  concessions  to  other  points  of 
view,  to  recognize  the  need  of  each  woman  to  have  her  own 
individual  freedom  and  personal  lifestyle.  Perhaps  out  of  fear, 
each  of  the  groups  must  believe  that  they  are  totally  correct  and 
thus  cannot  question  their  decisions,  or  their  positions.  Are  these 
people  happy  with  their  lives  and  the  choices  they  have  made?  Do 
they  take  pride  and  pleasure  in  their  occupations  and  in  their 
womanhood?... ("Ah,  Methinks  the  lady  doth  protest  too 
much...!")  If  an  honest  answer  is  not  forthooming,  then  the 
Structures  must  be  re-examined  and  occasionally  rebuilt,  for  the 
self-deceptions  and  injustices  common  to  womankind  have  made 
a  rotten,  crumbling  foundation  which  can  only  tremble,  tumble, 
and  finally  fall,  disintegrating  into  the  dust  of  well-deserved 
defeat. 

But  we  live  with  a  legend,  and  legends  are  not  easily  buried. 
The  ancient  axioms  do  not  die  without  a  great  gnashing  of  teeth 
and  the  bleating  of  desperate  lambs  afraid  to  stray  from  the 
famihar  fold.  And  the  wolves  are  the  winds  of  change;  they  howl 
in  the  deepest  night  of  decision. 

The  path  to  perfection  is  not  paved  with  praise  for  a  woman.  A 
new  and  different  role  is  not  easily  accepted  by  either  of  the 
sexes.  Male  and  female  alike  are  threathened  by  the  life  force  in 
Pygmalion's  creation.  When  the  statue  walks,  it  must  be  with 
measured  tread,  lest  the  delicate  plaster  be  shatterea  tor  all  time. 

To  work  in  a  mundane,  9  to  5  job  for  a  pittance  in  pay  is  hardly 
a  "career";  to  struggle  to  raise  children  on  a  low  income  in  an 
inflated  economy  is  not  "the  joy  of  motherhood."  To  be  a 
compulsive  clubwoman  is  not  really  "fulfillment."  And  yet 
neither  is  the  swaggering,  screaming  "Libber"  a  desirable  model 
for  a  girl  with  great  dreams. 

Somewhere  between  the  famous  and  the  grand  and  the  lowly 
and  the  dull  there  must  lie  a  modicum  of  content,  a  fertile  ground 
where  the  seeds  of  new  womanhood  may  be  sown,  nurtured  in 
the  sunshine  of  accomplishment,  encouragement  and  praise.

Please,  world,  see  me  -  the  woman,  me  -  the  person  as  I  wish  to 
see  myself.  Judge  me  not  by  what  you  expect  of  me  because  I  am 
female,  but  judge  me  by  what  I  may  do.

The 

Nursing 
Program

It  all  began  in  September  of 
1962,  when  the  first  signs  of 
nurses'  caps  and  white  lab 
coats  made  their  appearance 
on  campus.  It  was  a  sudden 
change  for  the  atmosphere  of 
the  school,  but  the  nursing 
curriculum  was  a  combined 
effort  of  administration,  fac- 
ulty, and  nursing  personel. 

In  the  beginning,  there  were 
a  scant  fifty  students  enrolled 
in  nursing,  all  of  them  female. 
The  faculty  numbered  five, 
four  instructors  and  a  chair- 
man. The  chairman  is 
responsible  for  the  adminis- 
trative aspect  of  the  program 
in  addition  to  teaching  some 
classes.  Over  the  past  thirteen 
years,  the  nursing  staff  has 
grown  to  include  seventeen 
full  time  and  twelve  part  time 
instructors. 

The  interest  in 
nursing  has  also 
over  the  years  to  the  point 
where  Fitchburg  State's  total 
nursing  enrollment  is  approx- 
imately 475-500  students  per 
year.  Out  of  this  number  of 
potential  nurses,  a  small 
percentage  are  males.  The 
first  male  to  graduate  from 
Fitchburg  was  in  1974.  He  was 
followed  in  1975  by  several 
other  males,  graduating  with 
nursing  degrees.  So,  chock  one 
up  for  the  male  liberation! 

Each  year,  there  are  over 
1,000  applications  received 
and  reviewed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Nursing's  Admissions 
Committee.  This  committee 
makes  recommendations  to  the 
school  admissions  officer  who 
eventually  makes  the  final 
decision.  This  year,  the  fresh- 
man class  is  approximately 
100-110  students. Due  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of 
transfer  students  the  enroll- 
ment of  each  class  remains 
relatively  constant  even 
though  some  students  with- 
draw from  the  program. 

The  nursing  curriculum  itself, 
has  not  been  drastically 
changed  over  the  years,  but  as 
other  things  develop  and  grow, 
so  did  the  nursing  program 
expand.  Through  information 
gained  from  surveys  of  grad- 
uates and  their  employers  the 
sequence  and  content  of 
courses  have  been  modified. 

In  the  past  two  years,  the 
staff  have  been  working 
toward  balancing  the  curric- 
ulum to  give  students  a 
broader  view  of  nursing 
through  knowledge  and  addi- 
tional experience.  They  are 
planning  to  implement  a  new 
curriculum  in  September  of 
'76,  so  this  year's  freshmen 
will  be  the  first  through,  the 
new  nursing  program. 

Courses  such  as;  chemistry, 
anatomy  &  physiology, 
speech,  Intro  to  Sociology, 
English  Composition  I, II,  Intro 
to  Psychology  are  the  usual 
courses  carried  by  freshmen 
nursing  majors.  Courses  such 
as;  Medical/Surgical,  Mater- 
j  nal/Child  Care,  Community 
and  Psychiatric  nursing  are  the 
major  part  of  the  program  and 
have     an     extensive     clinical 


where  just  in  case,  have  no 
fear!  I  have  been  reassured  by 
the  nursing  faculty  that  even 
with  a  state  budget  cutback, 
Fitchburg  will  not  lose  its 
nursing  accreditation. 

Kay  O'Connor,  one  of  the 
nursing  instructors  in  Medical 
Surgery  spoke  with  me  on  the 
subject  of  budget  cuts.  When 
asked  if  the  budget  cut  would 
have  any  effect  on  the  nursing 
department  she  answered, 
'Just  like  any  other  depart- 
ment on  campus  we  will  be  hit 
just  as  hard  by  any  decrease  in 
funding.  The  major  concern  of 
the  nursing  department  faculty 
continues  to  be  provision  of 
safe,  adequate,  supervision  of 
students  in  clinical  practice.' 
Fitchburg  State  also  has 
several  federally  sponsored 
and  funded  part  time  nursing 
instructors  on  their  staff. 
These  faculty  are  paid  by 
federal  grant  money,  and  not 
by  the  state  payrolls.  Fitch- 
burg has  been  accreditated  for 
8  yrs.  by  the  National  League 
of  Nursing  since  1968.  The 
next  NLN  visit  will  be  in  the 
fall  of  1976.  However,  when 
the  time  comes  for  re- 
evaluation  some  time  next 
October,  the  nursing  depart- 
ment will  be  ready! 

Androgyny  is  better 
psychologist  reports 

(CPS)--Being  a  he-man  or  a 
femme  fatale  may  be  every- 
body's favorite  fantasy,  but  for 
most  people  it  is  healthier  to 
possess  traits  of  both  sexes, 
according  to  experiments  con- 
ducted by  a  Stanford 
University  psychologist. 

'High  femininity  consistent- 
ly correlates  with  high  anxiety, 
low  esteem  and  low  self- 
acceptance,'  concluded  Prof. 
Sandra  Bem  in  an  article 
recently  published  in  'Psy- 
chology Today.' 

High  masculinity  has  been 
related  to  better  psychological 
adjustment  during  adoles- 
'cence,  Bem  added,  but  in 
adulthood  it  often  leads  to  high 
anxiety,  high  neuroticism  and 
low  self-acceptance. 
The  results  of  five  experi- 
ments by  Bem  showed  that 
androgynous  men  and  women 
'did  just  about  everything. 
They  could  be  independent 
and  assertive  when  they 
needed  to  be,  and  warm  and 
responsive  in  appropriate  sit- 
uations. It  didn't  matter 
whether  a  behavior  was 
stereotypically  masculine  or 
feminine;  they  did  equally  well 
on  both.' 

Adrogyny,  Bem  concluded, 
'allows  an  individual  to  be  both 
independent  and  tender, 
assertive  and  yielding,  mas- 
culine and  feminine.  Adrogyny 
greatly  expands  the  range  of 
behavior  open  to  everyone, 
permitting  people  to  cope 
more  effectively  with  diverse 
situations.'

It  is  a  rigorous  test  o{ 
human  endurance  under  physical  stress. ..but  successful 
completion  of  this  feat  is  its  own  reward,  and  we  encourage  our 
more  enterprising  and  athletic  women  to  opt  for  this  initiation 
when  it  is  available. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  inform  you  all  that  this  entire  thing  is  a 
farce.  There  is  no  Women  Cop-Out,  only  women  who  do. ..cop 
out,  and  for  those  of  you  who  found  anything  demeaning, 
humilitating,  crude  or  frustrating  in  the  references  made  to 
women  in  this  article. ..then  you  have  just  experienced  some  of 
the  anxieties  that  being  a  woman  embodies.  If  you  are  a  woman 
and  you  are  angry  at  the  insinuations  made  about  your  sex  in  this 
little  piece... then  get  off  your  rear  quarters  and  start  anti-ing 
something. ..joining  something,  doing  something... or  at  least 
S.WING  something.

—  Boys  and  girls 
understand  major  school  sub- 
jects equally  well  --  until  about 
age  13.  But  at  13,  girls  begin  to 
decline  in  educational  achieve- 
ment and  this  continues  into 
adulthood. 

Research  conducted  by  the 
National  .Assessment  of  Edu- 
cational Progress  shows  that  of 
eight  major  learning  areas, 
males  generally  do  better  in 
four  subjects:  math,  science, 
social  studies,  and  citizenship. 
Girls  were  shown  to  have  a 
slight  edge  in  music  that 
carries  over  to  later  years  and 
consistently  out-perfonn  males 
in  writing. 

But  in  reading  and  litera- 
ture, where  girls  excel  at  age 
9.  they  fall  behind  males  by 
the  time  thev  reach  the  ages  of 
26-35. 

Figures  for  the  government- 
financed  study  were  tabulated 
from  analysis  of  tests  given  to 
900,000  students  and  young 
adults  in  the  US.  The  Denver- 
based  National  .Assessment 
claims  that  it  is  a  "strictly 
ciensus-like,  data  gathering  or- 
ganization." But  the  organiza- 
tion did  offer  some  explanation 
for  the  difference  in  education- 
al ability  of  the  sexes. 

In  reading,  where  girls 
outstrip  boys  until  age  17,  the 
report's  authors  speculate  that 
the  reason  may  be  the  jobs 
women  get  later  in  life.  "Since 
the  majority  of  higher  level 
jobs  -  where  reading  is  an 
important  and  frequently  used 
skill  -  belong  to  men,  women 
generally  do  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  employ  reading 
skills  that  men  do,"  the  report 
states. 

In  scicTt<-e  tests,  where  boys 
out-performed  girls,  the  auth- 
ors guessed  that  the  differ- 
ences might  be  because  high 
school  science  courses  are 
generally     electives.  Boys 

choose  science  courses  more 
often  than  girls,  the  authors 
state,  giving  them  a  bettei 
knowledge  of  physical  sci- 
ences. 

Ihe  report  also  says  that  the 
differences  in  the  sexes' 
performance  on  math  tests  was 
"overwhelming."  Girls  keep 
up  until  age  9,  but  lag  later  in 
measurement  exercises  and 
geometry.  While  girls  did  well 
at  reading  and  pure  computa- 
tation,  the  researchers  wer» 
surprised  that  males  did  better 
at  household  buying  problems, 
such  as  determining  the  lowest 
price  per  ounce  for  a  box  of 
rice. 

Study  Director  Dr.  Roy 
Forbes  said  the  results  reflect 
"subtle  and  not  so  subtle 
forces  -  both  within  the 
education  system  and  society 
in  general  -  that  affect  female 
education  achievement." 

The  report  was  blasted  by  a 
Denver  congresswoman 

j^ough,  who  criticized  the 
report  for  failing  to  make  it 
clear  why  girls  score  lower 
thani  boys  and  for  not  [xjinting 
out  more  carefully  that  the 
figures  are  for  achievement 
and  not  aptitude. 

Rep.  Patricia  Schroeder 
(DCO)  claimed  that  it  wasn't 
surprising  girls  scored  lower 
on  social  studies  tests  "when 
they're  repeatedly  told  that 
having  21 -year-old  hands  at  30 
is  the  real  goal  to  be  attained." 
It  is  no  surprij^  that  women's

Students  lose  in  food  stamp  shift

(GPS)— .A  change  in  food  stamp  eligibility  requirements 
scheduled  to  take  effect  in  many  states  this  fall  may  cut 
thousands  of  students  from  the  food  stamp  rolls,  according  to 
.Agriculture  Department  officials. 

.An  eligibility  revision  made  early  last  year  will  bar  students 
from  middle  and  upper-class  households  from  the  food  stamp 
program.  New  Agriculture  Department  regulations  require  that 
students  whose  parents  claim  them  as  income  tax  dependents  be 
dropped  from  the  program  unless  their  parents  are  also  receiving 
food  stamps. 

The  ban  applies  to  students  more  than  18  years  old  who  attend 
any  post-secondary  institution  and  get  more  than  half  of  their 
income  from  a  household  with  too  much  money  to  qualify  for  food 
stamps. 

.Accurate  figures  on  how  many  students  will  be  eliminated  by 
the  change  in  regulations  are  available,  according  to  department 
officials,  but  some  non-government  studies  have  shown  that 
"many  thousands"  of  students  receive  food  stamps,  officials 
added. 

.Although  the  eligibility  change  was  sent  to  county  and  state 
administrators  in  February,  difficulties  in  implementing  the 
changes  have  forced  many  states  to  postpone  any  policy  changes 
until  this  fall,  department  officials  said. 

Food  stamp  program  administrators  felt  a  crack-down  was 
needed,  according  to  Bob  Welch,  a  food  program  supervisor, 
'because  "so  manv  people  claimed  that  college  students  were 
abusing  the  program.  There  was  so  much  bad  publicity  about 
students  that  we  wanted  to  do  something  to  assure  people  that 
the  needy  are  the  people  being  served  by  the  food  stamp 
program." 

Welch  said  the  change  was  "one  way  of  squelching  the  idea 
some  people  had  that  food  stamps  were  being  abused."  '■ 

This  year's  change  in  eligibility  is  receiving  less  opposition  j 
than  another  Congressional  restriction  passed  in  1971  which  wasj 


designed  to  eliminate  students  from  the  program.  I  bat  policy 
change,  "written  specifically  to  get  at  students  and  eliminate 
hippies,"  according  to  department  spokespersons,  was  struck 
down  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Court  ruled  that  the  restriction 
was  too  broad,  and  would  cut  groups  other  than  students  from  the 
food  stamp  rolls  as  well. 

Students  who  aren't  claimed  by  their  parents  as  tax 
exemptions  will  still  receive  food  stamps  if  they  meet  income 
quahfications.  Currently  anyone  with  an  adjusted  monthly 
income  of  $215  or  less  is  eligible  to  receive  food  stamps. 
Scholarships  are  deductible  if  they  go  to  meet  educational 
expenses,  and  adjustments  are  made  to  account  for  medical 
costs,  rent,  child  care  and  other  expenses. 

A  SI 500  limit  is  set  on  the  amount  of  liquid  and  non-liquid 
assets  a  food  stamp  recipient  could  keep  and  continue  to  be 
eligible.  Liquid  assets  are  savings  accounts,  checking  accounts  or 
other  readily  convertible  sources  of  income.  .Non-liquid  assets 
could  include  luxury  items,  such  as  a  boat,  that  could  be 
converted  into  cash  less  easily. 

Personal  possessions  such  as  a  car  or  stereo  are  not  counted  as 
assets  under  eligibility  requirements,  however. 

Students  still  eligible  for  food  stamps  could  be  left  completely 
out  in  the  cold  if  a  bill  introduced  by  Sen.  James  L.  Buckley 
(R-N'Y)  is  passed.  Buckley  claimed  that  students  at  colleges  and 
other  post-secondary  institutions  are  voluntarily  unemployed. 
Going  to  school  should  not  be  considered  a  substitute  for 
employment,  he  maintained.  Buckley  recommended  that 
students  be  eUminated  from  the  food  stamp  rolls  altogether. 

The  bill  is  scheduled  for  hearings  beginning  in  October,  and 
according  to  Robert  Grippin,  a  legislative  assistant  for  Buddey, 
the  "bill  should  not  be  dismissed"  as  another  piece  of  legislation 
that  will  languish  in  Congress.  Eliminating  students  from  the 
food  stamp  rolls  has  become  an  "extremely  popular"  idea  in 
Congress,  he  said,  and  warned  that  the  response  to  the  bill 
"should  not  be  underestimated."

Simon,  Garfunkel  still 
winning  duo 


WASHINGTON— It's  only  a 
three-minute  and  52  second 
reunion,  but  it's  better  than 
nothing.  Simon  and  Gar- 
funkel's  new  song,  "My  Little 
Town,"  is  out  as  a  single  but 
also  included  on  "Still  Crazy 
After  All  These  Years,"  Paul 
Simon's  first  album  in  over  two 
years,  and  "Breakaway,"  Art 
Garfunkel's  latest  solo  release. 
It  is  a  tantalizingly  brief 
get-together  that  inevitably 
encourages  speculation  the  top 
pop  (^uo  of  the  '60s  will  soon  be 
back  together  on  a  more 
permanent  basis. 

Rumors  Garfunkel  will  per- 
form with  Simon  on  the  latter's 
upcoming  concert  tour  may 
merely  be  examples  of  wishful 
thinking,  but  there  was  noth- 
ing indefinite  about  their  joint 
appearance  recently  on  NBC's 
"Saturday  Night  Live."  Just  a 
little  bit  of  playful  back- 
and-forth  about  who  had  come 
"crawling  back"  to  whom,  and 
then,  suddenly,  for  the  first 
time  since  a  1972  Madison 
Square  Garden  fund-raiser  for 
George  McGovem,  the  com- 
bination of  Simon's  probing 
lyrics  and  Garfunkel's  ethereal 
harmonies  was  again  on 
display. 

The  pair  looked  good  and 
sounded  even  better,  but  it 
was  interesting  to  note  they 
avoided  performing  some  of 
Simon's  best-known  compo- 
sitions. "Mrs.  Robinson," 
which  wou'ia'iave  quaiitied  as 
one  of  the  great  anthems  of  the 
'60s  even  if  it  had  not  been 
placed  at  the  center  of  "The 
Graduate,"  the  film  that 
captured      much      of  the 

confusion  and  uncertainty  of 
the  time,  was  one  tune  that 
many  people  expected  but 
didn't  get. 


The  explanation,  of  course, 
is  that  Simon's  outlook  has 
changed  along  with  the  times. 
.Mthough  Garfunkel's  "Break- 
away" (Columbia  PC  33700) 
contains  no  startling  depar- 
tures from  past  form,  Simon's 
"Still  Crazv  After  .All  These 
Years"  (Columbia  PC  33540) 
includes  several  new  songs 
that  may  be  as  representative 
of  this  decade  as  "Mrs. 
Robinson"  was  of  the  last. 
"Still  Crazy"  is  one  of  the  first 
examples  of  a  type  of  album 
that  is  likely  to  become 
increasingly  common  as  the 
pop  stars  of  the  '60s  reach 
their  mid-SOs  and  begin  to 
reassess  their  lives  and 
careers.  Like  Dylan's  "Blood 
on  the  Tracks,"  which  is 
clearly  the  prototype  for  this 
kind  of  album,  "Still  Crazy"  is 
a  bitterly  reflective  work  that 
finds  its  creator  looking  at  the 
world  and  seeing  little  that  is 
satisfying. 

Simon,  who  turned  34 
earlier  this  month,  never  has 
been  particulary  happy  about 
the  way  things  are  done  in 
.•\merica  -  even  a  casual 
scanning  of  "Mrs.  Robinson" 
and  "American  Tune"  makes 
that  obvious.  Songs  like 
"Bridge      Over  Troubled 

Water."  on  the  other  hand, 
showed  that  when  it  came  time 
to  talk  about  love  and 
friendship,     Simon  was 

essentially  an  optimist. 

Until  now.  Despite  its 
easygoing  melodies      and 

strongly  jazz-flavored  backing, 
"Still  Crazy,"  recorded  at 
about  the  time  Simon  was 
going  through  divorce  pro- 
ceedings, paints  a  bleak 
picture  of  subjects  that 
formerly  had  provided  Simon 
sanctuary. 


"We  were  married  on  a 
rainy  day,  the  sky  was  yellow 
and  the  grass  was  gray;  we 
signed  the  papers  and  we 
drove  away,"  he  sings  on  "I 
Do  It  for  Your  Love,"  "50 
Ways  to  Leave  Your  Lover" 
and  the  ironic  "You're  Kind" 
are  no  less  downcast.  Simon 
frequently  mutes  his  pain  with 
nip  and  selfmocking  humor  -  it 
simply  isn't  his  style  to  present 
his  ideas  and  emotions  in  as 
raw  and  direct  a  form  as  Dylan 
does  on  "Blood  on  the  Tracks" 
-  but  there's  no  mistaking  the 
depth  and  authenticity  of  his 
feelings. 

The  same  attitudes  creep 
into  the  songs  that  are  the 
successors  to  ".American 
Tune."  On  "My  Little  Town," 
Simon  talks  about  how  "after 
it  rains  there's  a  rainbow  and 
all  the  colors  are  black."  It  is  a 
powerful  piece  of  writing  that 
ranks  with  the  cynically  cheeky 
"Have  a  Good  Time,"  as  he 
best  cuts  on  an  album  that  is 
full  of  depressing  but  very 
effective  pieces. 

Garfunkel's  album  suffers 
by  comparison.  There  is  one 
very  noticeable  low  pinpoint  - 
"I  Only  Have  Eyes  for  You"  - 
and  no  highs  of  particular 
distinction  aside  from  "My 
Little  Town."  Garfunkel's 
lushly  romantic  readings  of 
Stevie  Wonder's  "I  Believe" 
and  The  Beach  Boys'  "Disney 
Girls"  are  nicely  done,  but 
once  again  it's  clear  that 
however  good  Simon  and 
Garfunkel  may  sound  togeth- 
er, when  they're  apart  it's 
Simon  who  is  the  man  to 
watch.

Carrie 


It   may   be  a   little   late  for 
Halloween,     but  Stephen 

King's  "Carrie"  (Signet, 
11.75)  is  a  book  that  will  make 
you  believe  in  strange  powers, 
no  matter  when  you  read  it. 

Carrie  is  telekinetic;  that  is, 
she  can  move  objects  by  force 
of  mind.  When  she  was  16, 
these  powers  began  to  be 
apparent  to  her.  bhe  had  used 
them  unknowingly  as  a  child, 
but  now  she  was  ready  to  use 
telekinesis  powerfully  and 
consciously. 

Carrie's      mother      was      a 


religious  fanatic  who  tried  to 
warp  her  daughter's  mind 
against  anything  that  she 
thought  was  sinful.  This 
included  bikinis,  wearing  any- 
thing red,  sex,  and  listening  to 
the  radio. 

With  such  an  upbringing,  it 
is  no  wonder  that  Carrie  had 
no  friends.  When  Carrie  was 
asked  to  her  high  school  prom, 
on  the  insistance  of  a  girl  who 
fell  that  she  had  hurt  her,  it 
caused  a  rift  between  Carrie 
and  her  mother.  And  the 
mehtmare  began.  For  the  first 


time,  Carrie  cuuld  strike  Dac& 
at  those  who  had  ridiculed  her 
-  with  telekinesis. 

Stephen  King's  novel  is  an 
excellent  example  of  the 
improbable  made  to  seem 
highly  possible.  After  reading 
"Carrie"  I  tried  to  use 
telekinesis  myself.
